The Japs can have the doubt­ 
ful satisfaction of knowing that 
they have just as much inform a­ 
tion about Moscow’s intentions as 
does any other foreign nation— 
which seems to be nothing. 
As things stand. Uncle Sam and 
John Bull m ust work on the as­ 
sumption that they will have to 
finish the Japanese job up th e m ­ 
selves.

Two-stage Method for Diabetic Cases 


Bv HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M 0 


AS a general rule diabetes is not 
a very difficult disorder to treat, 
particularly in older persons. All 
that is necessary is to regulate 
the patie n t’s food intake and then 
to give him enough insulin to make 
it possible for him to utilize the 
aug ar in the diet. Insulin is the 
secretion from the pancreas which 
controls the use of sug a r by the 
body. 
Doctor Robert H. Micks of Dub­ 
lin, Ireland, however, thinks that 
w hat he calls a tw o-stage method 
of tre atm en t of diabetes is the 
most satisfactory. 
D uring the first stag e of the 
treatm en t, the only concern is to 
restore the patient to as good 
health 
as possible w ithout too 
m uch limitation of the diet. In this 
first period Doctor Micks allows 
the patient to satisfy his appe­ 
tite so tha t the body tissues may 
be built up and the condition in 
which there is too little sugar in 
the blood avoided. D uring this 
time he gives enough insulin to 
make sure tha t the patient makes 
a steady gain in 
weight. Diet 
eharta and determ ination of the 
am ount of sugar in the blood are 
not necessary during this time. 
The diet contains plenty of food, 
and additional small meals are 
given 
between 
reg ular 
meals. 
Large doses of insulin are used, 
and a t the same time injections of 
glucose, a sugar solution, are giv­ 
en into the blood to m ake sure that 
hypoglycemia, or too low blood 
sugar, will not develop 
The patient is weighed each day. 
If it is found tha t the patient is 
taking plent 5 of food, and his 
weight does not increase, it may 
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be due to the fact tha t not enough 
insulin is being injected. If the 
patien t is getting enough insulin 
and enough food, and still does not 
gain weight, then the cause for the 
failure to gain m ay be some other 
disease, such as tuberculosis or 
gallbladder disease. 
D uring this first stage of the 
treatm e n t, the urine or excretion 
from the kidney* ia tested daily, 
just to make sure tha t the pa­ 
tien t does not have hypoglycemia. 
As long as sug ar is found in the 
urine it can be assum ed tha t there 
# is enough sug ar present in the 
blood. 
D uring the second stage of the 
tre atm en t, 
when 
the 
patient s 
w eight has returned to normal, the 
diet is carefully regulated to keep 
the blood sug a r a t the normal 
level, and a t the sam e time enough 
insulin is given so tha t sugar* are 
properly utilized. D uring thia sec­ 
ond period of treatm ent, tests of 
the blood for the am ount of sug ar 
present are made a t frequent in­ 
tervals. 
It would appear tha t the advan­ 
ta g e s of the form of treatm en t 
suggested by Doctor Micks are 
tha t it perm its the patient to re ­ 
turn rapidly to a atate of good 
health and to bring hia weight 
back to normal. Then a definite 
routine can be planned for the 
patien t so tha t he rem ains a t the 
norm al weight level and can con­ 
tinue with his reg ular activities. 
I have outlined some sugges­ 
tions concerning the diet in dia­ 
betes which m ay be helpful in fol­ 
lowing the physician’s advice. I 
shall be glad to send this m aterial 
to anyone w ritin g in, if he will 
enclose a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope.

REPORT ON 85,000,000 BONDHOLDERS

The opening of the compoign for the Sev­ 
enth W a r Loon is probably o good time to 
discuss whot happens to W ar Bonds after they 
hove been placed in the hands of the people. 
From some of the rumors you hove heard ever 
since we began persuading Americans to 
finance the war from their own savings, you 
would think that most of the 85,000,000 buy­ 
ers of W a r Bonds could hardly wait out the 
required sixty days before turning them bock 
to Uncle Som. It has been reported— always 
on the "highest authority"— that W or Bond 
redemptions come to 50 percent of sales, that 
the people who buy o bond to get into o foot­ 
ball game or a performance of Information 
Please ask for ond get their money back in a 
week through some sort of black-morket oper­ 
ation, and that the 27,000,000 participants 
in the poy-roll-deduction plan wash one bond 
with the other by redeeming one bond to poy 
for the next one they buy. 


Of course, nobody who thinks for five min­ 
utes about this kind of scuttlebutt or applies 
it to people he knows ond sees every day will 
believe it for o minute. America is not the fly- 
by-night country pictured by the rumor ped­ 
dlers. Most of us are represented in the Army 
or Navy by sons, brothers, husbands or others 
close to us, ond buying a W a r Bond is one of 
the small things we con do to support those 
men in the terrible task they hove had to take 
on, ond to bring them home "soonest," os the 
coble editors put it. But it would not be fair 
for an official of the United States Treasury 
to rely on rhetoric in a matter os important os 
this. The bond buyers of America, the credi­ 
tors of this Government, ore entitled to facts 
when any question arises concerning the repu­ 
tation of the securities they have bought from 
us. 


A good many people hove redeemed some 
or all of their W or Bonds. About one in every 
four bond buyers has redeemed at least one 
bond. In money, the redemptions amount to 
something like 12.98 percent of all bonds is­ 
sued from the beginning. The rate of redemp­ 
tion has declined in recent months, so that 
redemptions for February, 1945, represented 
.83 percent of the total amount outstanding, 
as against 1.16 percent for October, 1944. 


It is also true that the great bulk of redemp­ 
tions 
comes from bond buyers who hovo 
bought their bonds on the pay-roll-deduction 
plan. This is due mainly to the fact that W ar 
Bonds represent a larger proportion of the 
sovings of wage earners than of other groups 
of Americans. W age earners often run into 
the kind of situation which demands a quick 
dip into savings. An operation, a period of 
transitional unemployment, a death in the 
family compels many families to draw on 
their resources. People who used to borrow on 
a life-insurance policy or make a withdrawal 
ot the savings bonk now redeem a W a r Bond. 
A t a matter of fact, tho ratio of W a r Bond re­ 
demption to total bonds outstanding is less 
than the normol ratio of sovings bonk with­ 
drawals to total deposits. It is a little higher 
than insurance loans, probably because it is 
easier to cosh a W a r Bond than to borrow on a 
policy. 


W ithin these reasonable limits, redemption 
of W o r Bonds performs a service which is rec­ 
ognized os necessarily one of the functions of 
a bond. W a r Bonds are first ond foremost a 
means of raising money to fight the wor. They 
are also on investment for those who can 
spore some of their current income to put 
owoy for ten years at o favorable rate of inter­ 
est. Finally, however, W a r Bonds ore part of 
the savings of the people, and it is essential 
that savings be liquid ond always available 
for uso in emergencies, ond for the reassur­ 
ance of the insignificant minority who may be 
influenced by silly ond maybe enemy-spon­ 
sored rumors to the effect that W or Bonds 
will be repudiated after the wor. Obviously, 
we could not ask people of small means to put 
their sovings in Government securities, how­ 
ever great their patriotic determination to 


keep their money working for the wor, un­ 
less we mode it possible for the savers to get 
their money when they need it. 


W hy do people redeem W or Bonds? The 
truth is that less than 13 percent of the total 
volume of W or Bonds sold since May, 1941, 
hot been redeemed. Of those who n o n re­ 
deemed their bonds, the surveys which the 
Treasury has mode indicate, os might be ex­ 
pected, that the largest group— some 49 per­ 
cent— cite "emergency expenses" as the rea­ 
son why they took back some of the sovings 
they hod lent to the nation. A large majority 
of those who mentioned emergency specified 
medical attention os the cause of their diffi­ 
culty. Another group— about 17 percent of 
bond redeemers— used the money to improve 
their general financial position. Perhaps they 
paid their taxes, cleaned up old bills or met a 
mortgage payment. A third set— 23 percent 
— use W ar Bonds partially as a short-term re­ 
serve. They buy bonds regularly ond cash 
some of them when large obligations have to 
be met. Only 4 percent of bond buyers cited 
nonessential expenditures, including Christ­ 
mas shopping, as their reason for selling W a r 
Bonds. The remaining 7 percent gave scat­ 
tered reasons varying all the way from the 
statement that they hod bought too many in 
the first place to excuses which indicated less 
than average understanding of the reasons 
why the country was asking for their money. 


The problem of W or Bond redemption is * 
one which would inevitobly arise in any finan­ 
cial operation os vast and all-inclusive os this. 
It would be pleasant to report that every man, 
woman ond child who could possibly do so 
has kept his W a r Bonds, but certainly in a de­ 
mocracy it is desirable that the lending pro­ 
cess be maintained on a voluntary basis, ond 
that includes the right to redeem. Conceiv­ 
ably, a little better understanding of the na­ 
tional emergency ond the purposes to which 
America has dedicated herself might reduce 
the number of redeemers somewhat. Maybe 
there is some 
form of supersalesmanship 
which could cause potential bond redeemers 
to look around a little harder and longer for 
other sources of cash before selling their W or 
Bonds. Nevertheless, with human nature as it 
is and with the problems which confront all of 
us what they ore, the Treasury need not be 
ashamed of its job in making bond buyers of 
85,000,000 Americans, the vast majority of 
whom have kept their bonds. 


Finally, we in the Treasury are willing to 
give odds that another frequently heard rumor 
will prove wrong— namely, that the American 
people will toss their W a r Bonds into the hop­ 
per on V Day and go off on a spending spree 
before there is anything in the market worth 
buying. Some people will do that, of course. 
Others will insist on supplying needs which 
have been too long postponed, and the end of 
the war will remove the last barrier to bond 
redemption for a good many hard-pressed 
people. 


Nevertheless, one result of these war-loan 
campaigns is that millions of Americans who 
used to be hand-to-mouth people have be­ 
come savers. Even those who have cashed in 
have had occasion to appreciate the advan­ 
tage of having a backlog of bonds to cosh. W e 
do not believe we are wrong in expecting cau­ 
tion to rule when the war is over and the citi­ 
zen looks into his strongbox to take an inven­ 
tory of his savings. By dint of self-denial and 
sacrifice, he has accumulated a nest egg for 
the future, and it will be surprising if more 
than a few bond owners ask for their money, 
at least until the American production system 
can turn out the things people have been 
waiting for. Millions of others will hold on un­ 
til maturity, when a W or Bond, cashed in at 
face value, may help educate a son, finance a 
new house or simply remain among the family 
savings. 


The net of all this is that the American 
people are not insubstantial idiots, slaves to 
bad tips and malicious rumors. Nor are they 
improvident and irresponsible, indifferent and 
unpatriotic. If they were any of these things, 
we could not have sold them $50,000,000,000 
worth of W ar Bonds in the first place.
